Alderman Terry Cole accepts this
appointment.

Discussion and possible action on the designation of an official Newspaper.

Mayor Pro-Tem Terry Cole made the motion to continue using Tyler Morning Telegraph
and seconded by Alderman Dee Roden.

All in favor; none opposed. Motion carried unanimously.

Discussion and possible action on the designation of an official bank for the City of
Winona.

Mayor Pro-Tem Terry Cole made the motion to keep 1% National bank of Hushes Springs
and seconded by Alderman Dee Roden.

All in favor; none opposed. Motion carried unanimously.

Discussion and possible action on appointing the City Attorney.

Alderman Dee Roden made the motion to continue using Blake Armstrong and seconded
by Mayor Pro-Tem Terry Cole.

All in favor; none opposed. Motion carried unanimously.

Discussion and possible action on appointing the City Judge.

Alderman Dee Roden made the motion to continue using Judge Mitch Shamburger and
seconded by Alderman Craig Attaway.

All in favor; none opposed. Motion carried unanimously.
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Discussion and possible action to continue the use of Acker and Co as the City Auditors.
Mayor Pro-Tem Terry Cole made the motion to keep using Acker and Co for the cities
auditing needs and seconded by Alderman Gary Fox.

All in favor; none opposed. Motion carried unanimously.

Discussion and possible action on appointing someone to head the Park/City
Beautification committee.

Alderman Dee Roden volunteered to retain this position. Alderman Gary Fox made the
motion to keep Dee Roden as the head of the committee and seconded by Alderman Craig
Attaway.

All in favor; none opposed. Motion carried unanimously.

Discussion and possible action to approve hiring a contractor for roof repairs at City Hall.
Mayor Pro-Tem Terry Cole made the motion to approve the bid from Cable’s Roofing and
to proceed with the repairs on City Hall and to bring forward the bids for carpet cleaning
and repairs to the ceiling tiles inside City Hall at next month’s meeting and seconded by
Alderman Dee Roden.

All in favor; none opposed. Motion carried unanimously.

Discussion and possible action to adopt the current tax abatement policy as an incentive
to continue economic development efforts with Winona and Smith County.

Alderman Rachel Moreno made the motion to accept the Tax Abatement Policy with the
Tyler Economic Development Council and seconded by Alderman Craig Attaway.

All in favor; none opposed. Motion carried unanimously.

Discussion and possible action to approve the building permit for 914 Dallas St.

Alderman Craig Attaway made the motion to approve the building permit and seconded by
Alderman Dee Roden.
All in favor; none opposed. Motion carried unanimously.

Discussion and possible action to approve the addendum to the economic incentive
agreement between the City of Winona and Nolan Farms.

Alderman Craig Attaway made the motion to approve the addendum as written and
seconded by Alderman Rachel Moreno.

All in favor; none opposed. Motion carried unanimously.

Discussion and possible action to approve the City of Winona assist the WYBA with
mowing the baseball field. (Terry Cole)

Alderman Dee Roden made the motion to try to have the baseball field mowed by the City
at least one day a week and seconded by Alderman Rachel Moreno.

All in favor; none opposed. Motion carried unanimously.
